Copies of the Daily Woddland 
Democrat, of June '.'lib and 88th, 
received this week, bring the news 

of the death of Mrs. Kingsley and 
burial as follows: 

Mrs. Pinnie P. Kingsley, wife of 
Burt G. rXinasley, deaf man, and 
Employed in Ihe composing rooms 
of the Woodland " Democrat," was 
found dead in bed at her home on 
Elm Street, just off Court, this 
morning, when her husband 
awakened at an early hour. The 

deceased hud attended the movies 

last, night and was about the 
streets in her usual good health, 
but upon retiring made n<> com- 
plaint until about 2 o'clock this 
morning. She apparently dozed 
Off lo sleep again in a short, time. 
There was nothing lo mark Hie 
hour of her death. She was cold 

and apparently had passed without 

know ledge of the approach of death, 

according to her features and pos- 
ture, which were natural and peace- 
ful 

The deceased was well known 
about Woodland and quite pro 
niinent among the mutes of the 
SeCl imenlo valley. She was born 
in Gal It polls, Ohio, January 17, 
1864, leaving her 58 years of age. 
She was Hie daughter of Mi and 
Mrs. Miles Caldwell, and when 
about six months old was striokeu 
with "spoil,.,!" fever, wbioh left its 
impress in destroying her hearing 
and impairing hoi speech. Mr. 
and Mrs. Kingsley lirsl met at the 
Ohio Institute for the Deaf and 
Dumb, where the deceased was at- 
tending school. Mrs. Kingsley 
then moved about considerably, 
Anally landing in Oregon, where
